HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT 

Our  record  for  1953  shows  11  cases  of  contagious  diseases  re- 
ported and  many  more  not  reported  to  the  Health  Officer.  There 
was  an  investigation  made  of  3  complaints  of  dead  hens  being  dis- 
posed of  and  left  exposed  in  a  dump  or  in  the  woods,  as  well  as  an 
investigation  of  3  complaints  of  unsanitary  conditions  in  homes. 
Many  samples  of  water  were  taken  in  various  parts  of  the  town  from 
wells. 

Two  investigations  were  also  made  in  regards  to  the  proper 
location  of  septic  tanks. 

Although  this  report  shows  a  great  deal  of  added  activity  in  the 
Health  Department  it  shows  that  more  people  are  becoming  aware 
of  the  fact  that  we  have  Health  and  Sanitation  laws  for  their  pro- 
tection. Let  us  continue  to  report  immediately  to  the  Health  Officer 
all  contagious  diseases  and  unsanitary  conditions  in  your  or  any 
neighborhood. 

Let  me  remind  you  that  there  is  a  state  law  that  provides  a 
penalty  for  dumping  or  leaving  any  dead  animal  or  other  offensive 
matter  exposed  in  the  woods  or  any  dump. 

May  we  call  your  attention  to  some  new  local  regulations  in 
regards  to  a  water  supply  and  the  disposal  of  wastes  in  or  near  any 
permanent  or  temporary  dwelling.  If  in  doubt  consult  your  Select- 
meji  or,  Local  Health  Officer  before  you  move  into  or  build  any 
house  or  camp. 

If  you  will  help  us,  we.  will  help  you  keep  our  town  clean.

REGULATIONS  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER 
RELATING  TO  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

No  person  shall  occupy,  lease  to  any  other  person,  or  permit 
any  other  person  to  occupy,  a  building  or  any  part  of  a  building 
within  the  compact  part  of  the  Town  as  a  dwelling  house,  office, 
store,  shop,  theatre,  public  hall  or  sleeping  apartment,  unless  such 
building  shall  be  provided  with  an  adequate  water  supply  for  sani- 
tary purposes,  suitable  toilet  facilities  properly  ventilated  and  con- 
structed, and  kept  in  proper  sanitary  condition,  and,  in  case  of  oc- 
cupancy as  a  dwelling  house,  unless  it  shall  be  provided  with  suitable 
drains  or  sewers  for  conveying  sink  water,  sewage,  or  other  waste 
away  from  the  premises  into  some  public  sewer,  if  there  be  one 
within  one  hundred  feet  thereof,  and  if  not,  for  conveying  it  away 
underground  or  in  some  other  way  that  will  not  be  offensive. 

No  privy,  toilet,  sink  drain,  cesspool,  septic  tank,  or  the  dis- 
charges therefrom,  and  no  pen  or  sty  for  swine,  shall  be  erected  or 
continued  in  such  place  or  condition  as,  in  the  judgement  of  the 
Health  Officer,  to  be  a  nuisance  or  injurious  to  public  health. 

No  person  shall  place,  leave,  or  cause  to  be  placed  or  left,  in 
or  near  a  highway,  street,  alley,  or  public  place,  including  the  Town 
Dump,  or  shall  allow  to  be  exposed  unburied  any  animal  or  other 
substance  liable  to  become  putrid  or  offensive,  or  injurious  to  the 
public  health.  a 

No  person  shall  use  or  occupy  a  building  or  place  near  a  dwell- 
ing-house or  a  schoolhouse  or  in  the  compact  part  of  the  Town,  for 
a  slaughter  house  a  place  of  deposit  of  green  pelts  or  skins,  or  for 
trying  tallow,  currying  leather,  or  carrying  on  any  other  business 
that  is  offensive  to  the  public,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
Health  Officer. 

Any  person  found  to  be  violating  the  foregoing  regulations  shall 
be  given  a  written  notice  to  correct  the  condition  within  a  limited 
time  which  time  shall  be  reasonable  considering  all  the  circumstances 
of  each  particular  case.  If  any  person  shall  violate  said  regulations 
after  notice  given  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  be  fined  Ten  Dollars.

REPORT  OF  THE  MOLLIS  FIRE  DEPT. 

During  1953  the  Fire  Department  responded  to  36  calls,  which 
is  80%  more  than  last  year  and  more  than  any  year  for  a  consider- 
able period  of  time.  There  were  9  chimney  fires,  16  grass  or  brush 
fires,  1  oil  burner,  3  calls  to  the  Town  Dump,  1  call  for  resusciatator 
and  5  building  fires. 

Two  of  the  building  fires  were  total  losses,  namely  the  Box 
Shop  and  camp  at  Flint  Pond.  Excellent  work  kept  these  fires  con- 
fined to  original  buildings  and  in  the  case  of  other  building  fires  the 
losses  were  kept  to  relatively  minor  amounts. 

Prompt  discovery  and  reporting  of  the  grass  and  brush  fires 
resulted  in  keeping  them  small  in  acreage  burned,  with  very  little 
loss  to  timber  and  none  to  nearby  buildings. 

Even  though  this  was  a  very  hazardous  fire  season  due  to  dry 
weather  and  low  water  supplies  we  were  greatly  assisted  by  all  citi- 
zens using  care  and  caution  around  their  own  property. 

During  the  dry  weather  several  water  holes  were  cleaned  and 
enlarged. 

Through  the  efforts  of  the  Planning  Board  street  name  signs 
are  being  placed  around  Hollis.  Along  with  this  project  the  Fire 
Department  proposes  to  number  all  locations  on  all  roads.  This  will 
tend  to  make  it  easier  to  report  and  locate  fire  calls. 

May  we  again  urge  everyone  to  report  all  calls  for  aid  promptly, 
and  as  clearly  as  possible,  locate  the  fire  or  accident  and  the  kind 
and  extent  of  the  emergency. 

In  the  event  that  the  fire  whistle  is  sounded  will  everyone  please 
NOT  use  their  telephone,  only  for  an  emergency  call,  for  at  least 
5  minutes.  This  will  allow  time  for  emergency  calls  to  be  made  to 
fire  fighters  and  policemen  or  for  other  assistance. 

Your  Fire  Department  is  trained  and  equipped  for  most  emer- 
gencies and  is  ever  ready  to  assist  you.  Training  meetings  are  held 
the  first  Monday  of  each  month.  Everyone  is  welcome  at  these  meet- 
ings or  to  inspect  our  equipment  at  other  times.

Thanks  to  the  personnel  of  our  newly  organized  Units  and  the 
wonderful  cooperation  of  the  Towns  people  a  good  job  was  accom- 
plished, leaving  us  with  the  feeling  that  should  any  emergency  or 
disaster  occur  Hollis  is  ready. 

We  have  reorganized  some  of  our  Units  and  Unit  personnel 
and  have  worked  out  a  definite  plan  for  Hollis  which  seems  practical 
for  us,  with  a  copy  of  the  plan  on  file  at  the  Fire  Station  at  all  times, 
so  that  anyone  in  charge  in  an  emergency  could  put  the  plan  into 
operation. 

Please  consult  the  Yellow  Page  in  the  front  of  your  new  Tele- 
phone Directory  for  instructions  in  case  of  an  emergency  call  or 
signal. 

Each  family  should  have  had  Air  Raid  instructions  from  your 
local  Air  Raid  Warden  on  what  to  do  in  case  of  an  emergency.  If 
you  have  not  you  may  contact  your  Chief  Air  Raid  Warden,  Timothy 
O'Neil,  Tel.  Hollis  37-2,  who  will  inform  you  who  your  local  Warden 
is.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  COMMIHEE 

The  lumber  cut  in  the  Dickerman  lots  in  the  winter  of  1952-53 
has  been  sold.  The  town  realized  a  cash  profit  of  $138.80.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  foregoing,  3,500  board  feet  of  pine  was  furnished  for  the 
construction  of  the  town  shed,  2,160  board  feet  of  oak  was  used  to 
repair  the  bridge  near  Hayden's  Mill,  450  board  feet  of  oak  was  cut 
for  the  rebuilding  of  the  town  scales,  and  170  feet  of  pine  was  de- 
livered to  the  school  for  the  making  of  the  street  signs  by  the  7th  and 
8th  grades.  If  it  had  been  necessary  for  the  town  to  purchase  this 
lumber  at  a  market  price  of  $70  a  thousand,  the  cost  to  the  town 
would  have  been  $439.60.  Thus  the  town  forest  operations  for  the 
1952-53  winter  saved  the  town  a  total  of  $578.40,  besides  leaving  the 
two  lots  in  fine  shape  for  faster  growth  on  the  remaining  better 
quality  trees. 

Operations  for  the  winter  of  1953-54  have  already  started. 
Howard  Parkhurst  is  cutting  pine  in  Spaulding  Park,  removing 
mature  trees  which  should  be  removed  for  the  benefit  of  the  lot. 
The  lumber  is  being  placed  on  sticks  by  the  town  shed.  The  lower 
quality  boards  are  being  placed  in  one  pile  for  use  by  the  town  and 
school  shop  classes.  This  will  raise  the  quality  of  the  boards  being 
sold. 

In  September  1953,  as  a  result  of  the  town  forestry  program,  the 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forests  presented  the 
town  with  a  New  Hampshire  Forest  Gooperator  Award. 

At  the  1953  Town  Meeting  it  was  voted  to  establish  a  Town 
Forest  Committee  of  6  members  to  supervise  the  Town  Forest  pro- 
gram. Members  of  this  committee  will  be  elected  at  the  1954  Town 
Meeting.

REPORT  OF  THE  MOLLIS  PLANNING  BOARD 
FOR   1953 

The  continuation  of  the  street  sign  project  started  last  year  is 
now  nearly  completed.  The  majority  of  the  signs  have  been  erected 
and  the  few  remaining  will  be  finished  and  installed  this  spring.  The 
Planning  Board  wishes  to  particularly  thank  Mr.  Laurie  Harris  and 
the  High  School  Shop  Glass  for  making  the  signs  and  Henry  Hildreth 
for  the  erecting  of  them.  The  only  cost  to  the  town  has  been  the 
materials  used. 

Copies  of  the  Town  Map  are  still  available  and  for  sale  at 
Davis  &  Goodwin  Store. 

The  card  index  listing  of  property  and  land  has  not  progressed 
and  the  Board  recommended  that  some  person  be  hired,  as  available, 
to  do  this  canvass  and  record  the  information.  The  Map  Fund,  still 
on  hand,  was  set  aside,  in  part,  for  this  purpose.  An  Aerial  Map  of 
the  town  was  obtained  and  is  available  for  use  through  the  Select- 
men. 

The  drastic  water  situation  in  1953,  the  continuing  growth  of 
the  community  and  the  possibility  of  pollution  in  certain  areas 
brought  up  the  advisability  of  a  survey  into  a  Town  Water  system. 
The  last  survey  was  made  in  1946  at  which  time  it  was  not  con- 
sidered feasible.  The  Planning  Board  is  to  look  into  this  matter 
during  1954  as  well  as  the  Water  Table  survey  the  State  was  intend- 
ing to  make  in  the  area. 

The  Planning  Board  urges  and  will  welcome  any  suggestions  of 
immediate  or  long  range  projects  for  the  town's  benefit.

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ZONING  ORDINANCE 

for  the 

TOWN  OF  MOLLIS,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

Accepted  and  Adopted  at  Special  Town  Meeting 

January  21,  1952 
An  ordinance  to  promote  the  health,  safety,  morals,  conven- 
ience and  general  welfare  of  the  community  by  regulating  and  re- 
stricting the  use  and  construction  of  buildings  and  premises  in  the 
Town  of  Hollis, 

PREAMBLE:  In  pursuance  of  authority  conferred  by  Chap- 
ter 53,  section  14,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942  and  by 
Chapter  51,  sections  50-71,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire  1942, 
as  amended  by  Chapters  110  and  278,  Laws  of  1949,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals,  prosperity,  conven- 
ience or  general  welfare,  as  well  as  efficiency  and  economy  in  the 
process  of  development,  of  the  community  of  the  incorporated  Town 
of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire,  by  securing  safety  from  fire,  panic,  and 
other  dangers,  providing  adequate  areas  between  buildings  and  vari- 
ous rights  of  way,  by  preserving  the  rural  charm  now  attached  to 
this  town,  the  promotion  of  good  civic  design  and  arrangement, 
wise  and  efficient  expenditure  of  public  funds,  and  the  adequate 
provision  of  public  utilities  and  other  public  requirements,  and  by 
other  means  in  accordance  with  a  comprehensive  plan,  now  there- 
fore the  following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  voters  of  the 
Town  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire  in  official  special  meeting  con- 
vened. 

SECTION  1 
For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  of  Hollis  is  divided 
into  districts  as  defined  below. 

District  1.     Residential  and  Agricultural 
To  include  all  of  the  Town  of  Hollis  not  otherwise  included  in 
District  2,  Recreational. 

District  2.     Recreational 
To  include  all  land  within  one-quarter  mile  from  the  shores 
of  Silver  Lake,  Flint  Pond,  Pennichuck  Pond,  Dunklee  Pond,  Rocky 
Pond,  and  Nissitissit  River. 

SECTION  2 
Definitions :  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  certain  terms  or 
words  used  herein  are  defined  as  follows: 

1.  Home  produce  and  products  means  and  includes  every- 
thing of  an  agricultural  nature  grown,  produced,  conditioned  or 
otherwise  carried  on  the  property  of  a  resident,  also  such  articles 
as  are  manufactured  or  altered  by  members  of  the  household  of  a 
resident. 
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2.  Public  right  of  way  means  and  includes  all  town,  state  and 
federal  highways  and  the  land  on  either  side  of  the  same  as  covered 
by  statutes  to  determine  the  width  of  rights  of  way. 

3.  Permanent  resident.  A  person  shall  be  considered  a  perm- 
anent resident  when  he  has  used  any  building  continuously  as  a 
residence  for  a  period  of  six  months  or  more. 

4.  Tourist  home.  A  dwelling  in  which  accommodations  are 
provided  or  offered  for  transient  guests  for  compensation. 

5.  Hotel.  A  building  which  contains  more  than  twelve  rooms 
which  are  provided  or  offered  to  guests  as  accommodations  for 
sleeping,  and  which  provides  or  offers  to  guests  accommodations 
for  eating,  for  compensation. 

6.  Front  yard.  An  open  unoccupied  space  extending  for  the 
full  width  of  a  lot  between  the  extreme  front  line  of  the  building 
thereon  and  the  nearest  side  of  the  right  of  way  or  mapped  street 
line. 

7.  Frontage.  The  distance  that  a  front  yard  borders  on  the 
right  of  way. 

8.  Logging  Camp.  A  camp  built  of  such  material  and  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  is  only  for  temporary  use  during  the  cutting 
and  handling  of  logs,  cordwood  or  other  svich  material. 

9.  Camp.  A  building  of  such  a  nature  that  it  may  be  used 
for  recreational  and  dwelling  purposes  during  seasonal  parts  of  the 
year. 

10.  Overnight  cabin.  A  building  which  is  provided  or  offered 
as  accommodations  for  transient  guests  for  compensation. 

11.  Tourist  or  motor  courts  shall  mean  and  include  two  or 
more  overnight  cabins  operated  as  part  of  a  single  business. 

12.  Family.  One  or  more  persons  occupying  the  premises  and 
living  as  a  single  housekeeping  unit. 

SECTION  3 

District  No.   1,  the  Residential  and  Agricultural  Area,  shall 
enjoy  the  following  provisions: 

1.  It  shall  be  a  district  of  farms,  residences  and  businesses. 
Logging  camps  will  be  permitted  in  this  District  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  section  4,  paragraph  2. 

2.  No  building  shall  house  more  than  two  families  as  per- 
manent residents,  except  that  upon  permit  of  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, residential  structures  existing  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance  may  be  converted  to  provide  for  more  than  two  but  not 
more  than  four  families,  provided  the  structure  is  not  increased  in 
volume  and  meets  the  requirements  for  yard  space  hereinafter  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  3  of  this  section  3  and  the  requirements  for  dwell- 
ing unit  space  hereinafter  provided  in  paragraph  9  of  this  section  3. 
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3.  Front  yards  shall  have  a  minimum  depth  of  twenty-five 
feet  provided  that  no  front  yard  need  be  deeper  than  the  average 
of  the  depths  of  such  yards  on  the  lots  next  thereto  on  either  side, 
except  that  in  no  case  shall  a  building  be  located  nearer  than  ten  feet 
of  the  nearest  right  of  way  or  mapped  street  line.  A  vacant  lot  or 
a  lot  occupied  by  a  building  with  a  yard  more  than  twenty-five  feet 
deep  is  considered  as  having  a  front  yard  twenty-five  feet  deep. 
Every  building  hereafter  constructed,  erected,  alterd  or  moved  shall 
set  back  at  least  fifteen  feet  from  the  side  and  rear  lot  lines.  This 
paragraph  shall  not  apply  to  roadside  stands  erected  for  the  purpose 
of  selling  or  exposing  for  sale  home  produce  and  products. 

4.  Home  produce  and  products  may  be  bought  and  sold  and 
exposed  for  sale  in  this  District. 

5.  Hotels  and  tourists  homes  may  be  maintained  and  oper- 
ated in  this  District. 

6.  No  overnight  cabins,  tourist  or  motor  courts  shall  be  per- 
mitted in  this  District  except  where  such  structures  are  to  be  sup- 
plementary to  an  established  hotel  or  tourist  home  and  are  to  be 
located  on  the  same  lot.  Such  structures  as  are  permitted  under  this 
section  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  for  overnight  cabins,  tourist 
and  motor  courts  hereinafter  set  forth  in  section  4,  paragraph  5. 

7.  Private  schools  and  sanitariums  are  permitted  in  this 
District. 

8.  A  person  doing  business  shall  be  allowed  two  advertising 
signs,  which  shall  net  total  more  than  twenty  square  feet  in  area. 
This  restriction  shall  not  apply  to  signs  painted  or  placed  on  a 
building.  Property  owners  shall  be  allowed  signs  pertaining  to  the 
sale,  lease  or  use  of  the  lot  or  building  on  which  the  same  may  be 
placed,  but  such  signs  shall  not  total  more  than  five  square  feet. 

9.  Building  Area.  No  building  or  set  of  buildings  shall  occupy 
more  than  thirty  per  cent  of  the  lot  on  which  it  or  they  may  be 
located  and  each  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  at  least  one  hundred 
feet.  Each  family  dwelling  unit  must  contain  not  less  than  500 
square  feet  of  floor  area,  exclusive  of  unenclosed  porches. 

10.  No  owner  of  land  in  this  District  shall  permit  any  build- 
ing or  structure  which  is  partially  or  wholly  destroyed  to  remain  in 
such  condition  for  a  period  of  more  than  two  years,  nor  shall  the 
owner  of  any  land  in  this  District  permit  any  building  or  structure 
to  remain  in  a  state  of  incompletion  for  a  period  of  more  than  two 
years.  Such  owner  shall  cause  such  building  or  structure  to  be  re- 
constructed or  removed,  or  completed,  as  the  case  may  be,  within 
said  period.  In  the  event  of  violation  of  this  paragraph,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  cause  such  building  or  structure  to  be  removed, 
and  shall  charge  the  cost  of  such  removal  to  the  owner  of  the 
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premises  on  which  the  same  was  located,  except  that  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  may,  in  cases  of  hardship  or  for  other  good  cause  shown, 
grant  such  owner  a  single  extension  of  time  for  the  reconstruction, 
removal  or  completion  of  such  building  or  structure  not  to  exceed 
one  year. 

1 1 .  No  business  not  in  operation  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  allowed  except  by  special  permit  of  the  Board 
of  Adjustment.   The  provision  shall  not  apply  to  farming. 

12.  No  business  not  in  operation  at  the  date  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  shall  be  allowed  which  is  injurious,  noxious  or  offen- 
sive to  the  town  or  the  neighborhood  in  which  it  is  proposed  to  be 
located,  by  reason  of  the  emission  of  odors,  fumes,  dust,  smoke,  vibra- 
tion, noise  or  any  other  cause. 

13.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  in  granting  a  permit  for  a  new 
business  shall  prescribe  such  conditions  as  to  location,  size  of  build- 
ings, front  and  side  yards,  setbacks,  parking  facilities,  roadways, 
storage  areas  and  other  features  as  may  be  required  to  protect  the 
character  of  the  town  or  neighborhood  and  to  insure  orderly  develop- 
mentof  the  community. 

The  Board  of  Adjustment  may  grant  a  conditional  permit  for 
a  temporary  period  where  there  is  question  as  to  the  effect  that  a 
business  might  have  on  the  community. 

14.  Trailers.  No  trailer  shall  be  used  as  a  residence  in  this 
area  for  more  than  three  months  without  a  permit  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  Upon  application  made  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
the  three  months  period,  a  permit  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  for  a  six  months  extension  of  this  period.  In  no  event 
shall  any  trailer  be  used  as  a  residence  for  more  than  nine  consecu- 
tive months  out  of  any  twelve  months  period. 

SECTION  4 
District  No.  2,  the  Recreational  Area,  shall  enjoy  the  following 
provisions : 

1.  Except  as  otherwise  specifically  provided,  all  the  provisions 
applying  to  District  1  shall  apply  in  District  2,  and  in  addition  camps 
will  be  permitted. 

2.  Logging  camps  shall  be  allowed  by  permit  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  only  during  the  active  working  of  a  lot  and  shall  be  re- 
moved when  such  work  is  finished.  In  granting  of  permits,  the 
period  of  use  permitted  shall  be  stated. 

3.  Camps  shall  be  finished  in  a  permanent  manner. 

4.  Building  Area.  No  building  or  set  of  buildings  shall  occupy 
more  than  thirty  per  cent  of  the  lot  on  which  it  or  they  may  be 
located  and  each  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  of  at  least  seventy-five 
feet.  Each  family  dwelling  unit  must  contain  not  less  than  500 
square  feet  of  floor  area  which  may  include  porches  covered  by 
permanent  roofs. 


5.  Overnight  cabins,  tourist  or  motor  courts  shall  be  permitted 
in  this  District  under  the  following  conditions : 

a.  Each  individual  dwelling  unit  shall  have  a  mini- 
mum floor  area  of  300  square  feet  exclusive  of  unenclosed 
porches. 

b.  Each  individual  dwelling  unit  unless  attached  or 
partially  attached  by  carport,  porch,  garage,  or  breezeway 
to  another  structure  shall  be  no  nearer  than  thirty  feet  of 
another  structure. 

c.  No  such  structure  shall  be  located  nearer  than  fifty 
feet  of  any  public  right  of  way  or  mapped  street  line  or 
nearer  than  seventy-five  feet  of  any  public  body  of  water. 

6.  Nothing  in  this  section  or  in  section  5  of  this  ordinance 
shall  be  held  to  prohibit  the  erection  of  a  building  upon  a  lot  having 
a  frontage  of  less  than  75  feet  provided  such  lot  at  the  time  of  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  was  held  under  separate  ownership  from 
the  adjoining  lot;  or  provided  that  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of 
this  ordinance  the  majority  of  the  lots  fronting  on  the  same  street 
and  between  the  two  nearest  intersecting  streets  are  each  held  under 
separate  ownership  and  are  each  of  the  same  or  less  area  in  the  lot 
in  question. 

SECTION  5 
Non-Conforming  Uses 

1.  If,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance,  any  land, 
building  or  structure  is  being  used  in  a  lawful  manner,  except  that 
such  use  is  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
such  non-conforming  use  of  said  land,  building  or  structure  may  be 
continued.  No  interruption  of  such  a  non-conforming  use  shall  pre- 
vent its  continuance,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  in  paragraph  3 
of  this  section  5. 

2.  Any  property  enjoying  a  non-conforming  use  hereunder 
may  be  altered  or  expanded  as  conditions  warrant,  provided  such 
alteration  or  expansion  does  not  change  the  nature  of  the  non-con- 
forming use  and  does  not  prove  more  offensive  to  the  town  or  the 
neighborhood  in  which  the  property  is  located,  because  of  noise, 
noxious  odor  or  any  other  cause,  than  the  non-conforming  use  prior 
to  such  alteration  or  expansion. 

3.  Whenever  a  non-conforming  use  has  been  discontinued  for 
more  than  two  years  for  any  reason,  such  non-conforming  use  shall 
not  thereafter  be  re-established,  and  the  future  use  of  the  property 
shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  In  such 
a  case  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  order  or  cause  the  removal  of 
non-conforming  buildings,  structures  or  facilities  and  shall  charge 
the  cost  of  such  removal  to  the  owner  of  the  premises  on  which  the 
same  were  located. 
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4.  A  non- conforming  temporary  building  may  be  permitted 
by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  use  incidental  to  the  development 
of  a  neighborhood  for  an  initial  period  of  not  more  than  two  years 
upon  application  accompanied  by  a  bond  and  bill  of  sale  to  the 
town,  effective  in  case  such  building  is  not  removed  at  the  expiration 
of  the  permit.  Such  permits  may  be  renewed  by  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  for  successive  periods  of  not  more  than  one  year  each. 

SECTION  6 
New  Development 

1 .  The  owner  of  any  plot  of  ground  intended  for  development 
or  subdivision  into  two  or  more  building  lots  shall  file  with  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  a  plan  or  map  of  the  proposed  subdivision  and 
shall  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  thereon  before 
proceeding  with  the  development  or  sale  of  lots  in  the  said  sub- 
division. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  inspect 
the  site  of  such  proposed  subdivision  and  to  require  such  roadway 
and  other  areas  for  common  use  as  will  eventually  be  acceptable  to 
the  tov/n  for  maintenance  by  the  town  and  to  approve  the  proposed 
subdivision  when  the  proposed  plans  are  in  harmony  with  and  con- 
ducive to  the  general  welfare  of  the  town  and  the  neighborhood,  but 
in  no  sense  shall  tliis  be  deemed  an  acceptance  by  the  town  of  the 
street  or  streets. 

SECTION  7 
Enforcement  and  Administration 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the 
Board  is  hereby  given  power  and  authority,  to  enforce  and  admin- 
ister the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

2.  There  shall  be  an  Inspector  of  Buildings  appointed  annually 
by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  Such  Inspector  of  Buildings  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  and  no  fees  of  any  kind  shall  be  imposed  in 
connection  with  any  permits  or  certificates  required  under  the  terms 
of  this  ordinance. 

3.  The  Building  Inspector  shall  issue  any  and  all  building 
permits  requested  when  the  proposed  plans  are  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  and,  if  required,  are  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Adjustment,  and  then  only.  Such  permits  shall  expire 
and  become  invalid  if  construction  has  not  been  started  within  one 
year  from  the  date  of  issuance. 

4.  Permits. 

a.  After  passage  of  this  ordinance  it  shall  be  unlawful 
to  erect  any  permanent  building  or  alter  the  bulk  of  any 
building  or  permanently  relocate  any  building  in  any  Dis- 
trict, without  first  obtaining  a  building  permit  from  the 
Building  Inspector. 
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b.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  permit  to  erect 
a  building  to  be  used  in  connection  with  a  new  business, 
which  new  business  shall  have  received  prior  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  section  3,  paragraphs  1 1  and  1 2  hereinabove  set  forth, 
the  Building  Inspector  shall  notify  by  registered  mail  all 
owners  of  property  within  a  radius  of  1,000  feet  of  the 
property  on  which  the  building  is  proposed  to  be  erected, 
and  shall  not  issue  a  permit  until  ten  days  after  such  notifi- 
cation has  been  mailed  or  given  in  person  in  writing. 

c.  Any  owner  of  property  within  a  1,000  feet  radius 
of  the  property  on  which  the  new  business  is  proposed  to 
be  established,  may,  within  ten  days  after  such  notification 
has  been  given,  object  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment on  the  ground  of  the  appearance  or  use  of  the  pro- 
posed building  or  structure.  The  Board  of  Adjustment 
shall  thereupon  give  a  hearing  within  thirty  days  of  the 
receipt  of  such  notice  of  objection  at  which  parties  in 
interest  and  others  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  be  heard, 
and  shall  decide  whether  the  permit  shall  issue  or  not.  At 
least  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hear- 
ing shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  gen- 
eral circulation  in  the  Town  of  Hollis  and  by  posting  at 
the  town  hall  and  post  ofSce. 

5.  No  land  in  any  District  shall  be  used  for  a  dump  or  a  place 
for  refuse,  waste  or  junk  of  any  kind,  nor  for  abandoned  automo- 
biles, carriages  or  other  vehicles,  machinery  or  other  tools  or  ap- 
pliances without  the  prior  written  approval  of  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment, such  approval  to  be  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  upon  such  conditions  as  it  may  determine. 

6.  Upon  any  violation  of  this  ordinance,  the  Selectmen  shall, 
on  their  own  initiative,  take  immediate  steps  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  by  seeking  an  injunction  in  the  Superior 
Court  or  by  any  other  proper  legal  action. 

SECTION  8 

Board  of  Adjustment 

1.  Within  thirty  days  after  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance  and 
thereafter  as  terms  expire  or  vacancies  occur,  the  Moderator,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  make  ap- 
pointments to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  of  five  members,  in  con- 
formance with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  51  of  the  Revised  Laws  of 
New  Hampshire,  1942. 
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SECTION  9 

AmendTTients 

1.  This  ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of  any 
legal  town  meeting  when  such  amendment  is  published  in  the  war- 
rant calling  for  the  meeting  and  when  such  amendment  has  re- 
ceived a  public  hearing,  which  hearing  has  been  advertised  and 
given  a  legal  fifteen  day  notice. 

SECTION  10 

Penalty 

1.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars 
upon  conviction  for  each  day  such  violation  may  exist. 

SECTION  11 

Saving  Clause 

1.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

SECTION  12 

When  Effective 
1 .     This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  ;

Accepted  and  Adopted  at  Town  Meeting  March  !0,  1953 

Amend  Section  7,  subsection  4,  subparagraph  b  by  striking  out  the 
following  words :  "property  on  which  the  building  is  proposed  to  be 
erected"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  "building 
which  is  proposed  to  be  erected"  so  that  said  Section  7,  4,  b  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

b.  Upon  receipt  of  an  application  for  a  permit  to  erect  a  build- 
ing to  be  used  in  connection  with  a  new  business,  which  new 
business  shall  have  received  prior  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  section  3, 
paragraphs  11  and  12  hereinabove  set  forth,  the  Building  In- 
spector shall  notify  by  registered  mail  all  owners  of  property 
within  a  radius  of  1,000  feet  of  the  building  which  is  proposed 
to  be  erected,  and  shall  not  issue  a  permit  until  ten  days  after 
such  notification  has  been  mailed  or  given  in  person  in  writing. 

Amend  Section  7,  subsection  4,  subparagraph  c  by  striking  out  the 
following  words:  "property  on"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  "building  in"  so  that  said  Section  7,  4,  c  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

c.  Any  owner  of  property  within  a  1,000  feet  radius  of  the 
building  in  which  the  new  business  is  proposed  to  be  established, 
may,  within  ten  days  after  such  notification  has  been  given, 
object  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment  on  the  ground  of 
the  appearance  or  use  of  the  proposed  building  or  structure. 
The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  thereupon  give  a  hearing  within 
thirty  days  of  the  receipt  of  such  notice  of  objection  at  which 
parties  in  interest  and  others  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  be 
heard,  and  shall  decide  whether  the  permit  shall  issue  or  not. 
At  least  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  hearing 
shall  be  given  by  publication  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circula- 
tion in  the  Town  of  Hollis  and  by  posting  at  the  town  hall  and 
post  office. 

Amend  Section  8  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  the  following 
new  paragraphs: 

2.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  may,  in  appropriate  cases  and 
subject  to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  make  special  ex- 
ceptions to  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  in  harmony  with  its  general 
purpose  and  intent  and  in  accordance  with  the  general  or  specific 
rules  herein  contained. 
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3.  Meetings  of  the  Board  shall  be  held  at  the  call  of  the  chair- 
man and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Board  may  determine.  All 
meetings  shall  be  open  to  the  public.  The  Board  shall  adopt  its  own 
rules  of  procedure.  The  Board  shall  keep  minutes  of  its  proceedings, 
showing  the  vote  of  each  member  upon  each  question,  or,  if  absent 
or  failing  to  vote,  indicating  such  fact,  and  shall  keep  records  of  its 
examinations  and  other  official  actions,  all  of  which  shall  be  imme- 
diately filed  in  the  office  of  the  Board  and  shall  be  a  public  record. 

4.  Appeals  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment  may  be  taken  by  any 
person  aggrieved  or  by  any  officer,  department,  board,  or  bureau  of 
the  town  affected  by  any  decision  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  as 
the  administrating  and  enforcing  body  of  this  ordinance.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  taken  within  a  reasonable  time,  as  provided  by  the 
rules  of  the  Board,  by  filing  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  with 
the  Board  of  Adjustment  a  notice  of  appeal  specifying  the  grounds 
thereof.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  all  the  papers  constituting  the  record  upon 
which  the  action  appealed  from  was  taken. 

5.  An  appeal  stays  all  proceedings  under  the  action  appealed 
from,  unless  the  Board  of  Selectmen  certifies  to  the  Board  of  Adjust- 
ment after  notice  of  appeal  shall  have  been  filed  with  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  that  by  reason  of  facts  stated  in  the  certificate  a  stay 
would,  in  its  opinion,  cause  imminent  peril  to  life  or  property.  In 
such  case,  proceedings  shall  not  be  stayed  otherwise  than  by  a  re- 
straining order  which  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
or  by  the  superior  court  on  notice  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
cause  shown. 

6.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for  the 
hearing  on  appeal,  give  public  notice  thereof,  as  well  as  notice  to 
the  parties  in  interest,  and  decide  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time. 
Upon  the  hearing  any  party  may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or 
attorney. 

7.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  the  following  powers: 

a.  To  hear  and  decide  appeals  where  it  is  alleged  there 
is  error  in  any  order,  requirement,  decision  or  determina- 
tion made  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  enforcement  of 
this  ordinance. 

b.  To  hear  and  decide  special  exceptions  to  the  terms  of 
this  ordinance  upon  which  it  is  required  to  pass  under  this 
ordinance. 

c.  To  authorize  upon  appeal  in  specific  cases  such 
variance  from  the  terms  of  this  ordinance  as  will  not  be 
contrary  to  the  public  interest,  where,  owing  to  special 
conditions,  a  literal  enforcement  of  the  provisions  hereof 
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will  result  in  unnecessary  hardship,  and  so  that  the  spirit 
of  this  ordinance  shall  be  observed  and  substantial  justice 
done. 

d.  In  exercising  the  above-mentioned  powers  the  Board 
of  Adjustment  may,  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  here- 
of, reverse  or  affirm,  wholly  or  partly,  or  may  modify  the 
order,  requirement,  decision  or  determination  appealed 
from  and  may  make  such  order,  or  decision,  as  ought  to  be 
made,  and  to  that  end  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen. 

e.  The  concurring  vote  of  three  members  of  the  Board 
shall  be  necessary  to  reverse  any  action  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen,  or  to  decide  in  favor  of  the  applicant  on  any 
matter  upon  which  the  Board  of  Adjustment  is  required 
to  pass  under  this  ordinance,  or  to  effect  any  variation  in 
this  ordinance. 

8.  In  granting  variations  the  Board  may  impose  such  reason- 
able and  additional  stipulations  and  conditions  as  will  in  its  judg- 
ment best  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose  of  this  ordinance. 

9.  The  Board  may,  in  its  discretion,  authorize  the  following 
exceptions  to  be  made,  and  permits  to  be  issued : 

a.  For  a  sand,  gravel  or  clay  pit  together  with  the 
necessary  building  or  structures  for  such  period  and  under 
such  conditions  as  are  reasonable,  considering  the  charac- 
ter of  the  area  in  question. 

b.  For  a  reasonable  extension  of  the  regulations  of 
either  District  over  a  lot  divided  by  a  District  boundary 
line,  when  all  parts  of  such  lot  are  held  under  the  same 
ownership  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  paragraph  of 
this  ordinance. 

c.  For  the  erection  or  use  of  a  structure  in  any  District 
by  a  public  utility  corporation  when  such  erection  or  use 
is  reasonably  necessary  for  the  service  of  the  public  and  not 
unreasonably  detrimental  to  the  character  of  the  develop- 
ment. 

d.  For  a  cemetery  or  a  municipal  utility  or  municipal 
building  in  any  District. 

e.  For  a  front,  side  or  rear  yard  of  less  depth  than  that 
required  by  this  ordinance,  where  topography  or  existing 
building  development  makes  strict  compliance  unreason- 
able or  substantially  impossible. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON 
BICYCLE  REGISTRATION 

We,  the  undersigned,  having  made  an  extensive  survey  into  the 
registering  of  bicycles  have  found  that  it  works  very  well  in  all  the 
surrounding  towns. 

It  has  taught  the  bicycle  riders  a  sense  of  safety  and  that  they 
must  obey  all  traffic  laws. 

Registering  all  bicycles  in  town  would  enable  the  police  to 
check  all  riders  for  safety  equipment  which  would  include  a  front 
light,  rear  reflectors,  and  scotch  lite  tape. 

Each  bicycle,  after  being  inspected,  will  receive  a  registration 
plus  a  number  plate  to  be  attached  to  same,  which  will  also  enable 
police  to  check  on  lost  bicycles. 

The  approximate  cost  would  be  .30c  a  bicycle  which  would 
include  a  plate,  registration  and  a  safety  booklet  for  each  applicant.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SELECTMEN 

The  Financial  Report,  submitted  by  your  Selectmen,  presents 
in  figures  a  full  report  of  Town  Affairs  for  the  past  year.  However, 
many  important  happenings  can  not  be  adequately  described  by 
figures  alone,  and  with  this  thought  your  Selectmen  are  supplement- 
ing this  financial  report  with  a  written  report  which  we  hope  will 
provide  you  with  a  clearer  understanding  of  our  Town  and  certain 
of  its  efforts  and  accomplishments. 

Town   Meeting 

The  1953  Annual  Town  Meeting  was  held  in  the  Lower  Town 
Hall  on  March  10,  1953. 

Meeting  called  to  order  by  Moderator  Warren  H.  Towne,  who 
called  on  Rev.  Edwin  A.  Olson  for  prayer.  Read  warrant.  Pro- 
ceeded to  vote  under  Article  1. 

Art.  2.  Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  action  on  Art.  2  be  post- 
poned until  later  in  the  meeting.   Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  3.  Mrs.  Beryl  Orde  moved  that  reports  of  the  Selectmen 
and  other  Town  Officers  and  Committees  be  accepted  as  printed. 
Seconded.  Carried. 

Art.  4.  Clarence  Howe  moved  that  the  Town  authorize  the 
Treasurer  under  order  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation 
of  taxes.  Seconded.  Carried. 

Art.  5.  Clerence  Howe  moved  that  the  Town  accept  State 
Aid  for  the  construction  of  Class  V  Roads  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $893.81.    Seconded.    Carried. 

Art.  6.  Clarence  Howe  moved  that  the  Selectmen  be  auth- 
orized to  distribute  blank  inventories  at  the  time  of  appraisal.  Sec- 
onded.   Carried. 

Art.  7.  Bernard  Scott  moved  that  the  Town  allow  1%  dis- 
count on  taxes  paid  before  August,  1953,  and  assess  fines  of  twenty 
cents  on  all  poll  taxes  not  paid  by  September  1st,  1953. 

Art.  8.  Woodbury  Bell  explained  that  the  State  would  install 
a  blinker  light  at  the  route  junction  of  No.  122  and  No.  130  and  the 
town  would  be  responsible  for  the  electric  bill.  He  recommended 
that  this  article  be  accepted.  Henry  Hildreth  moved  that  the  light 
be  installed  and  that  $150  be  appropriated.   Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  9.  Kenneth  Marvell  moved  that  the  Moderator  be  auth- 
orized to  appoint  a  committee  of  three  persons  to  investigate  and 
make  recommendations  at  the  1954  Town  Meeting  as  to  the  regis- 
tration of  bicycles  in  town.   Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  10,  Charles  Dow  Moved  that  the  town  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  simi  of  $1,000  to  repair  and  remodel  the  Town  Sheds. 
Seconded.    Carried. 
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Art.  1 1 .  Clifford  Manning  moved  the  Road  Commissioner  be 
elected  for  a  three  year  term  starting  with  this  year.  Seconded.  Car- 
ried. 

Art.  12.  Charles  Dow  explained  the  reason  for  discontinuing 
roads  in  Articles  12,  13,  and  14  was  the  cost  which  would  be  between 
$800  to  $1,000  to  fix  up  these  three  roads.  Francis  Wood  moved  the 
article  be  passed  without  action.  Seconded.  Not  carried.  Charles 
Dow  explained  the  roads  would  be  passable  for  fire  trucks  but  not 
for  general  public  use.  Clifford  Manning  moved  Town  discontinue 
Mill  Road  from  Plain  Road  to  a  point  200  feet  west  of  the  bridge 
over  Witch  Brook.  Seconded.  Not  carried  20  to  17.  Road  is  not 
discontinued. 

Art.  13.  Letters  from  Millicent  Scott  Gardner  and  Charles 
Farley  read  before  Town  Meeting  listed  their  reasons  why  Farley 
Road  from  entrance  to  Ouellette  camp  to  entrance  to  Farley  camp 
should  not  be  discontinued.  Bernard  Scott  moved  that  the  road  be 
kept  open.   Seconded.   Not  carried.   Road  is  not  discontinued. 

Art.  14.  Henry  Hildreth  stated  he  would  like  to  see  the  road 
from  Wheeler  Road  to  the  Ernest  Dunklee  place  discontinued. 
Roscoe  Brown  moved  that  this  road  be  discontinued.  Seconded, 
Carried. 

Art.  15.  Roscoe  Brown  explained  that  the  Legislature  had 
passed  a  new  law  allowing  towns  10%  for  collecting  Head  Taxes. 
Roscoe  Brown  moved  Town  pay  Tax  Collector  3%  for  collecting 
State  Head  Tax,  this  amount  to  come  out  of  10%  received  from 
State.    Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  16.  Henry  Hildreth  moved  that  the  Town  elect  a  Town 
Forest  Committee  of  six  members,  under  provisions  of  Chapter  34, 
Revised  Laws,  Non-Partisan  Ballot  System,  as  adopted  by  Town 
and  Chapter  51,  Revised  Laws,  Management,  Improvement,  etc.,  of 
forest  lands  by  Towns.  Six  members  shall  be  elected  at  the  1954 
Town  Meeting,  two  for  terms  of  one  year;  two  for  two  years,  and 
two  for  three  years.  They  shall  hold  office  for  three  years  (except 
the  four  members  mentioned  before  that  will  be  elected  in  1954)  and 
until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified  in  their  stead.  Said  Committee 
shall  work  under  the  direction  of  and  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Selectmen.  The  Committee  shall  elect  it's  own  Chairman  and  other 
officers.  Vacancies  in  the  Committee  may  be  filled  by  the  remaining 
members.  In  all  cases  appointments  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  be 
recorded  and  the  appointees  shall  hold  office  for  the  imexpired  terms. 
Seconded.    Carried. 
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Art.  17.  Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  explained  the  Selectmen 
wanted  permission  to  execute  a  quit  claim  deed  on  behalf  of  the 
Town  conveying  to  Theodore  J.  and  Edna  L.  Adamaitis  as  joint 
tenants  any  interest  the  town  may  have  acquired  thru  tax  sales  in 
the  Leavitt  Lot  on  Runnells  Bridge  Road.  Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr., 
made  the  motion.    Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  18.  Clarence  Howe  suggested  that  the  word  "municipal" 
be  inserted  in  section  9-d  to  read:  "For  a  cemetery  or  a  municipal 
utility  or  municipal  building  in  any  district."  Winthrop  L.  Carter, 
Jr.,  explained  that  the  Zoning  Law  has  no  variations  or  exceptions 
and  that  this  article  is  not  weakening  the  law  but  making  provisions. 
Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  moved  that  article  be  accepted  as  printed 
with  Clarence  Howe's  suggestion  of  the  addition  of  the  word  "muni- 
cipal" in  section  9-d  and  that  Section  8  be  amended  by  adding  the 
new  paragraphs  2-7-c.   Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  19.  Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  explained  this  article  made 
it  necessary  to  notify  only  the  property  owners  owning  property 
within  1,000  feet  of  building  in  question  and  not  within  1,000  feet 
of  land.  Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  made  the  motion  that  the  Town 
change  the  distance  requirements  of  Section  7,  4b  and  7,  4c  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance.   Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  20.  Roscoe  Brown  motioned  that  Winter  Road  Mainten- 
ance funds  be  dropped  from  $5,000  to  $4,500.  Seconded.  Carried. 
Evelyn  Rice  moved  Budget  be  accepted  as  printed  except  for 
changes.    Seconded.   Carried. 

Art.  21.  Winthrop  L.  Carter,  Jr.,  explained  that  due  to  the 
extra  cost  of  printing  Town  Report  that  property  valuations  be  left 
out.  Wendell  Wright  made  motion  that  Property  Valuations  be 
omitted  and  that  they  appear  in  the  Town  Report  once  in  three 
years.  Seconded.  Carried.  Woodbury  Bell  made  motion  school 
committee  be  given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  for  a  job  well  done  on  the 
new  school.  Seconded.  Carried  out.

It  would  be  possible  to  purchase  additional  coverage  on  certain 
of  the  Town  buildings  and  change  the  limits  on  certain  of  the  Lia- 
bility policies.  The  Selectmen  would  welcome  any  recommendations 
as  to  the  adequacy  of  the  coverage,  with  particular  reference  to  the 
Town  Hall  and  the  Library. 
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Highv/ay  Department 

At  the  1953  Town  Meeting  the  usual  article  relative  to  the  TRA 
program  was  voted.  This  year  a  total  of  $6,852.55  was  available  of 
which  the  Town  appropriated  $893.81  and  the  State  contributed 
$5,958.74.  Approximately  $1,000.  of  town  funds  were  added  to  this 
total  and  the  following  projects  were  completed: 

Surface  Treatment: 

Dow  Road  1.89  Miles 

Worcester  Road  2.45  Miles 

French  Mill  Road  .17  Miles 

Love  Lane  .20  Miles 

Pine  Hill  Road  .20  Miles 

New  Construction:

Graveling : 

Federal  Hill  Road  .50  Miles 

Early  this  spring,  the  Mooar  Hill  Road  became  nearly  impass- 
able. Because  of  the  steep  grades  and  drainage  difficulties,  a  survey 
was  made  by  Town  Officials  and  the  State  Engineer  in  charge  of 
Class  V  Roads.  Because  of  the  estimated  expense  necessary  to  re- 
store this  road  to  good  condition,  it  was  decided  that  the  Town's 
interest  would  be  best  served  by  gravelling  and  widening  the  existing 
road  105  on  the  Town  Road  Map  of  the  State  Highway  Department. 
This  road  leads  from  Route  122  opposite  the  North  Cemetery  to  the 
top  of  Truell  Hill,  and  the  grade  is  much  more  favorable  for  main- 
tenance. Since  this  road  was  narrow,  the  abutting  landowners,  Ed- 
ward Lievens  and  Louis  Ovens  were  contacted  and  they  agreed  to 
offer  the  town  such  land  as  might  be  necessary  to  widen  the  right  of 
way. 

The  bridge  at  Hayden's  Mill  was  completely  rebuilt  with  tim- 
bers cut  from  the  Town  Forest.  A  four  foot  concrete  pipe  was  pur- 
chased for  installation  on  Twiss  Lane  and  other  smaller  culverts 
were  replaced. 

The  blinker  light,  voted  at  the  1953  Town  Meeting,  was  in- 
stalled at  a  cost  to  the  Town  of  $102.68.  The  cost  of  power  to  oper- 
ate this  blinker  will  be  about  $5.00  a  month. 

An  engineer  from  the  Sign  Division  of  the  State  Highway  De- 
partment reviewed  tthe  traffic  hazards  in  town  with  the  Selectmen. 
As  a  result,  three  no  parking  areas  were  established  in  the  center  of 
Town  and  several  new  signs  were  erected. 
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The  most  serious  problem  facing  our  Highway  Department  at 
present  is  the  lack  of  gravel  suitable  for  resurfacing  our  dirt  roads. 
Unless  a  new  supply  is  located  immediately,  it  may  be  necessary  to 
consider  oiling  more  roads  which  will  of  course  cost  the  Town 
more  for  construction  and  maintenance.  If  anyone  in  town  believes 
he  has  gravel  suitable  for  dirt  roads  which  he  would  like  to  sell  to 
the  Town,  please  contact  the  Selectmen  or  Road  Agent,  who  will 
be  willing  to  make  tests  at  the  Town's  expense  to  determine  if  the 
gravel  can  be  used. 

Tree  Warden 

Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  business.  Henry  Hildreth  sub- 
mitted his  resignation  as  Tree  Warden,  effective  December  31.  The 
Selectmen  wish  to  express  their  appreciation  for  his  loyal  services. 
Charles  Dow  has  been  appointed  Acting  Tree  Warden,  until  a  defi- 
nite appointment  is  made  by  the  State  Forester. 

During  the  year  1953,  State  Survey  Crews  found  two  trees  on 
the  Federal  Hill  Road  by  Silver  Lake  which  were  afflicted  by  Dutch 
Elm  disease.  The  Town  plans  to  take  down  and  destroy  the  tree  on 
Town  property  and  will  request  the  property  owner  to  remove  the 
other  tree.  If  this  disease  spreads,  the  Town  may  be  faced  with 
removing  other  trees  on  the  Town  rights  of  way. 

The  Blister  Rust  Scouting  Program  was  completed  in  1953. 
However,  the  Blister  Rust  Crews  located  307  acres  which  require 
extensive  work.  The  appropriation  requested  in  this  years  budget 
is  for  this  purpose. 

Perambulation  of  Bounds 

As  required  by  law,  the  Selectmen  perambulated  the  bounds 
between  Hollis  and  the  Towns  of  Merrimack,  Amherst  and  Milford. 
Two  bounds  on  the  Hollis-Merrimack  boundary  were  located  and 
painted  as  were  five  bounds  on  the  Hollis-Amherst  and  eight  bounds 
on  the  Hollis-Milford  line.  The  Selectmen  wish  to  express  their 
appreciation  to  Henry  Hildreth,  Jeffrey  P.  Smith,  Clifton  Glover, 
Charles  Morgan,  Robert  Hayden,  Milton  Glover,  Milton  Wright 
and  Emil  Kivela  for  their  assistance  in  locating  the  bounds. 

Town   Hall 

After  many  years  of  service,  William  Sanders  submitted  his 
resignation  as  Janitor  of  the  Town  Hall.  The  Selectmen  wish  to 
express  their  appreciation  for  his  loyal  services. 
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Michael  McGilvary  has  been  appointed  to  serve  in  his  place.

ADMINISTRATION 

I  herewith  present  my  fifteenth  report  under  three  headings. 

Elsewhere  statistics  comprise  our  report. 

A.  INSTRUCTION 

The  high  school  staff  had  one  change,  Mr.  Bremner  leaving  for 
another  position  and  Harold  Piper  of  Meredith  and  Plymouth 
Teachers  College  chosen  his  successor. 

The  new  Elementary  School,  after  functioning  so  well  in  its 
initial  year,  suffered  three  changes  in  staff — Mrs.  Lavalley,  Miss 
Greenwood  and  Mrs.  Ells  leaving  for  other  positions  and  Mrs. 
Gwendolyn  MacGregor  of  Nashua,  Paul  Sipe  of  Laconia  and  Mrs. 
Margaret  Finney  of  Nashua  selected  to  succeed  them.  Just  recently 
Mrs.  Finney  resigned  and  Mrs.  Katherine  Hills  is  taking  her  place. 

The  recent  Testing  Program  and  Workshop  met  with  splendid 
response  from  your  teachers.  I  am  very  proud  to  commend  them 
and  to  bespeak  the  results  as  an  aid  and  guide  to  improve  teaching. 
I  also  wish  to  remind  you  that  we  are  very  grateful  for  the  use  of  the 
facilities  at  the  new  school.  There  is  no  other  suitable  location  in 
this  whole  Union  for  such  a  conference.  The  eating  arrangements 
and  work  tables  made  everything  just  about  perfect.  Your  teachers, 
the  kitchen  help  and  the  janitor  made  the  two  days  very  pleasant 
and  contributed  in  a  large  degree  to  a  very  successful  Workshop 
Program. 

B.  FINANCE 

Per  pupil  costs  of  last  year's  work  are  not  available  yet  but  pre- 
dictions are  that  they  will  show  an  increase  due  to  added  expenses. 
Reference  to  last  year's  reports  will  give  you  an  idea  what  this  may 
mean. 

Due  to  increased  numbers  of  pupils  to  support  and  the  compu- 
tations in  the  new  formula  for  State  Aid,  Hollis'  share  was  increased 
from  about  $4,045.48  to  approximately  $6,083.58  and  is  expected 
to  hold  the  latter  figure  for  next  year,  although  final  allotments 
have  not  been  announced  as  of  this  date. 
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C.    NEEDS 

I  can  only  reiterate  my  suggestions  of  last  year — plan  a  rotating 
scheme  of  redecorating  some  rooms  each  year  and  consider  a  com- 
mercial and  shop  program  for  the  secondary  school  pupils. 

What  kind  of  schooling  do  we  want  for  our  children?  Of 
course  I  want  my  boy  to  learn  the  R's — they  are  the  tools  for  making 
a  living  for  himself  and  family.  I  want  my  girl  to  know  music,  art, 
literature  as  well  as  the  SR's,  cooking  and  sewing,  too.  I  want  them 
to  learn  to  think  and  make  decisions,  to  work  and  play  with  others, 
to  do  his  share  in  government.  These  are  the  3  R's  plus  3  more. 
Altogether  they  are  the  6  R's — Reading,  'Riting,  'Rithmetic,  Rights, 
Responsibilities,  (Human)  Relations.  These  6  R's  make  for  good 
citizenship.  That  kind  of  schooling  must  have  good  teachers  and, 
of  course,  we  must  pay  the  price. 

My  gratitude  for  a  good  year's  work  goes  to  the  Teachers,  the 
Board  and  other  close  associates.  I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  con- 
tinued interest  of  a  large  segment  of  your  citizens  in  the  work  and 
problems  of  the  schools.

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THE  HELPING  TEACHER  SPEAKS!!! 


The  work  of  the  "Helping  Teachers"  is  exactly  what  the  name 
implies.  The  basic  task  of  such  a  person  is  to  help  children,  and 
this  is  done  mainly  by  helping  the  children's  teacher.  During  the 
first  three  months  that  this  position  has  existed  the  program  of  the 
Helping  Teacher  has  evolved.  It  has  been  based  upon  the  needs  of 
the  teachers  as  determined  by  a  total  of  289  classroom  visits  and 
many  conferences  with  teachers,  parents,  and  others  concerned  with 
the  education  of  children.  This  program  may  be  stated  briefly  as 
follows : 

Scheduling,  Curriculum  Planning  and  Coordination.  Beginning 
teachers,  especially,  seem  to  find  it  difficult  to  determine  how  to  fit 
the  day's  program  into  the  time  allowed.  There  is  often  the  problem 
of  how  much  time  should  be  given  each  subject  or  activity  or  for 
each  group  within  the  class.  Help  is  sometimes  needed  in  planning 
the  curriculum  and  having  it  coordinated  from  grade  to  grade  and 
at  each  grade  level. 

Teaching  Techniques.  Teachers  coming  back  into  the  profes- 
sion after  having  been  out  of  it  for  several  years  have  asked  most 
often  for  help  in  teaching  methods.  Even  experienced  teachers  are 
always  searching  for  better  methods  and  professional  improvement. 
Those  desiring  it  have  had  opportunities  to  observe  demonstration 
lessons  and  outstanding  work  done  by  other  teachers. 

Testing  Programs.  Testing  Programs  are  an  important  phase 
of  education  as  an  aid  to  understanding  each  child's  progress,  needs, 
and  abilities.  Help  is  available  to  the  teacher  in  giving,  interpreting, 
and  making  use  of  tests. 

Pupil  Guidance  is  as  necessary  to  the  pupil  in  the  elementary 
school  as  it  is  during  any  other  stage  of  his  educational  development. 
His  individual  needs  are  considered  and  opportunities  are  given  him 
to  progress  at  his  own  rate  through  grouping  within  the  class,  and  by 
enabling  him  to  have  socially  and  emotionally  satisfying  experiences. 
Whenever  a  pupil  is  found  to  have  some  particular  problem  which 
prevents  his  adjustment  to  the  school  situation  an  attempt  is  made 
to  determine  the  causes  and  eliminate  the  problem.  To  do  this,  it  is 
often  necessary  to  have  conferences  with  the  teacher,  parents,  school 
nurse,  and  other  sources  of  help,  and  then  plan  a  special  program 
for  this  child. 
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Resource  Person.  Many  teaching  and  professional  materials 
have  been  made  available,  and  also  suggestions  and  arrangements 
made  for  the  use  of  other  resource  persons.  There  have  been  illus- 
trated talks  to  classes  on  various  subjects  coming  within  the  social 
studies  field  and  based  upon  travels  to  North  Africa,  Europe,  Labra- 
dor, Bermuda  and  South  America.  Typical  topics  have  been  "An- 
cient Civilizations",  "Homes  in  Other  Lands",  etc. 

Public  Relations.  Everyone  concerned  with  the  education  of 
children  should  know  the  aims  of  the  school  and  how  the  school  is 
meeting  these  aims.  A  closer  relationship  between  the  home  and 
the  school  works  directly  to  the  advantage  of  the  child. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  Mr.  Bowley  and  the 
members  of  the  school  boards  of  Union  #40  for  the  confidence 
placed  in  me  in  the  assignment  of  this  position  and  the  freedom 
allowed  me  in  the  development  of  its  program  according  to  the 
needs  of  the  teachers  and  children  in  the  Union.  I  wish  also  to  thank 
the  parents,  principals,  and  teachers  throughout  the  Union  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  they  have  shown  me.

I  have  instituted  a  new  program  at  the  High  School  this  year 
by  placing  grades  7  &  8  in  a  single  room,  and  grades  9,  10,  11,  &  12 
in  separate  home  rooms.  My  primary  reason  for  this  action  is  to 
have  one  adviser  follow  the  students  through  grades  9  to  12.  This 
program  also  allows  the  advising  teacher  considerably  more  time  to 
properly  understand  the  students  in  her  group.  Personally,  I  feel 
that  school  activities  presented  by  a  class  have  more  meaning  to 
students  and  teachers  alike  if  this  program  is  followed. 

Workshop  activities  for  the  teachers  this  year,  as  you  know, 
have  centered  on  testing.  However,  I  would  like  to  add  that  it  is  my 
belief  that  the  program  will  prove  to  be  of  considerable  diagnostic 
importance  for  the  pupils,  parents,  and  teachers. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  up  concerning  the  action  of  the  students 
in  regards  to  the  Civilian  Defense  Program.  Let  us  sincerely  hope 
that  the  occasion  may  never  arise  when  we  will  have  to  use  them 
but,  if  it  does,  we  will  be  prepared. 

A  fund  has  been  started,  by  a  group  of  interested  women,  for 
the  purpose  of  furnishing  the  Teachers'  Rooms.  At  the  present  time 
plans  are  still  being  formulated  for  the  decoration  of  the  rooms. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  cooperation 
and  aid  given  me  by  the  Superintendent,  School  Board,  Helping 
Teacher,  Assistant  Principal,  Teachers,  Pupils,  and  Townspeople.
